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AUTHOR’S PREFACE. 


The present Essay is based upon an articl© on the coins of the Urtuki princes Trliicli 
I contributed to the A^umismaite Chronicle in 1873. The earlier traatifio was little inori* 
than a catalogue of tho series of these coins in the Britisli Museum ; but in the present 
work much has been added from the cabinet of the late Colonel C* Seton Guthno and 
from foreign coUeetions described cither in published catalogues or in the letters of 
correspondents abroad. It is needless to say that the whole work has undergone 
a thorough revision, several errors have been rectified by tho aciiuiBltlon of fresh 
details, and tho historical Introduction has been entirely re-writtou aftor a second and 
more complete examination of the original antlioritiea, and has been supplemented by 
a comparative table of the contempomry dynasties, including the Kings of Jerusalem 
and the Emperors of C’onstantinople; thus bringing the Turkuman highlandmen into 
relations with names wliich are more familiar to English readers, and with wliich these 
sienii-baTbarons chieftains had ranch more to do than is commonly supposed. 

The system of transliteration adopted in the present Essay demands some ex¬ 
planation from me. I am unwilling that it should go forth as my own production, for 
it is not such a system as I should choose for myself. It does not appear to mo to 
answer what I consider a very important end of transliteration,^ true image of the 
pronunciation. However, it fulfils tho at least equally important object of giving an 
accurate and consistent reproduction of the original orthography. On the whole, in 
a composite work like the Kumismata Onenlalk, whoroin essays by writers of widely 
difFering langnages will have a place, tbe system of transliteration proposed by the 
Editor is as satisfactory as need be. As I am at present making use of four different 
systems of transliteration in four different publications, I am inclmed to view with 
equal toleration all systems that are consistent and intelUgible. 
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AUIirOE’a PREFACE. 


The mixture of plates, three autotjpe-photograpMc, and three copper‘plfttB, is due 
to the necessity of supplementing the original engravings of Marsden’s work by repre¬ 
sentations of those additions which have been made to the eorios of numisniatic monu¬ 
ments since his time, and to the superiority of photographic over engraved plates. Of 
the perfect fidelity and clearness of the autotype photographs it is needless to speak; 
hut with regard to the copper-plates it is necessary to soy that whilst in many cases 
the engraver has succeeded in an admirable degree in representing the coins, in some 
he has been unfortunate. In such cases the student must trust rather to the description 
than to the engraving. 

In the composition of the Essay 1 have received valuablo assistance, in the way of 
notes upon the earlier article and references to coins with which I was unacquainted, 
Irom M. W. Tlesenbauseu, of ’Warschau; Dr. O. Blau, German Consul-General at Odessa;

INTliODUCTION. 

§ 1. Oriental corns EeUom possess ELftmtie merits, perliaps least of all tbe coins of the UrtTilta, 
for these iavo not even the excellence of caUigmphy to recommend themp Yet they are fur from 
being the least mtcrcstmg of their class. The Urtnkis are among the few Mu^mmjidan dynuatics 
who Tcnturcd to introduce images on their coins. So strong was the stigma attached to repre^ 
sentations of living things by the Prophet of laldm^ that the moat disreputable prince would not 
veataro to engrave his own or aaj'' one else*a head ujioii the currency j for had not the Prophet said 
that for every image of a living thing that a man made he would be required to find a soul on the 
day of resurrection; and did not the people believe liini P Partly from the fear of oBhctdltag this 
projudicof and partly fruni a natural predilection for whiting sepulchres and combining questionahle 
practices with an unimpeachable orthodoxy, arose the peculiarity of Muhammadan eoinSt the absence 
of images. The Urtuki piincea were ohnost the first to despise the popular bdief* and to intrcduce 
figures on their dies. But they did notj except perhaj® in one or two iil-estubllshtd iustanccs, 
engrave their own hcads^ or those of tliur suzerains; but choso instead the types of the gold 
issues of tho Byzantine emperors^ and sometimes of the Seleucidm, or again of the Sassaniiin kings, 
ifot only do we find heads of Byzantine empEforu and other ^Tniscreaut^ rulers^ but even Christian 
religious types^ iho Virgin, and Christ, with sometimes the Inscription "EmmanueP in Greek letters. 
The princea who struck these unorthodox coina could have bad no idea of what horedca they were 
circulating: Edtbough^ perhaps, after the first step of admitting images at all^ they might not 
stick at tho propriety of any particular repreeentation. The Issuing of imaged-ooitis had probably 
very little to do with eithor the orthodoxy or the self-csaliation of the issuers,—it was almost a 
commercial necessity. The Urtuki Turkum^ns (as well as the contemporaiy [mago-coining dynaEtias) 
had frequent iuterconrM with tho Greeks and other Christians of the coasts of Asia Minor. To 
facilitate their monetary exchanges some currency intelligible to both had to ba densod^ The 
result was a mixed cubage—Arabic inscriptiopa with European, generally Byawiline, images. It 
is true that tbo iJrtuki copy represented a widely dififerent metal-value from the Byzantine gold

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orig;iiiol; but the object was merely to give the Greek merchant some iatclligiblo and dietiagoiahlng 
mark, when he could not road the Arabic inscription. 


S 2. The of the tlrtuki prineea le not oTontfuL It is precisely the history of all the 

other potty ohiofe of Syria — a series of raids, of gnerrillaBj of mall jealousiesj and large criiaes. 
The important part the dynasty played in the wars of the Crusades is the redeeming feature* 
The influenee of the Crusades on Europe has been so great and so many-sided that an interest 
is imparted to many things which, were it not for their counesion with these wars, might seem 
uninteresting enough. Tho annals of these Turkum&ns must claim our attentioii as the history 
of the most powerful and rigorous enemiee the Crusaders encountered before the coming of 
^ih^ad^dfn*^ 

The first mention wo find of Urtuk, the founder of the dynasty,* is when he was serving in the 
Saljdki armies under tho gonDrulship of FELkhr-ad-dauIah ibn Jubaj^riK When first he comes before 
nSt in the year of the Flight 477 (a.d* l08^t-5), he must have already risen high in the service, for 
at that time Fakhr-ad-daulah wa& besieging Amid, and Urtufc possessed sufficient inHuence to be 
able to effect the escape of the begieged, the ^TJkayli Sharaf-ad-dnuJah Muslinij who had bought tho 
Turkumin's favour by a briba,^ Knowing that this connivance, if it took wind, would compromise 
him in the eyes of his master, Sult4n 31alik Shdh, TJrtuk changed hia service for that of Malik 
Shih^s brother, Tulush^ Sult^ of Damasens. In 479 Tutueh captured Jerusalem, and made TJrtuk 
governor in his name,^ a post which tho Turkumsn held till his death iu 484;* and which his sons 
Sukinda* and ri-GhAzi filled tiU AUAfdal, the son of Kadr Al-Jam4lj, added the Holy City to 
the dominions of the Fatimi Khalifah (489),^ whereupon Sukm&n departed to Ar-Kuha (Edo 33 a)j 
and H-GhAzi to AUTrAk, whore he possessed some territory*® When Suit An ^tuhammJl. came to 
HuIwAn in 494, fl-GhAzi entered into his service, and in the following year Was made tho Suitings 
sftahm/i or agent at Kaghdad,^ the Saljn^i capital being IsbahAn. In the same year (49o) the 
other son of Crtuk, SukmAnJ® rendered assistance to 31 il£sA when beeieged in AJ-^iausil (Mo&soul) by 
Jakarmish, and received os reward 10,000 dinars, together with Hisa Kayfi, a fortre^ in DiyAr- 
bokr, on the road between Amid and Jaz£rat'ibn-*tTmarJ^ He had previously po^es^, since 488,

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the town of Saruj/ m Mesopotamia. Soon aflorwotds M&ndin fell into his bauds,* War bad 
broken out between Sukm^n and EurbughA, lord of Al-MaUflU, and the latter bad made prisoner a 
certainA'fikuti, eon of fI-Gh4zf, end incBrocratod him in the fortress of M&ridln^ wbicb at that time 
wee attached to the territory of Al-Mausil. At the entreaty of tho widoir ofUrtukj bo weverj her 
grandson was set at liberty, and shortly rewarded bis liberator by seizing the fortress in which he 
bad been confined. Dying bofbre long, be was siiocieeded by his brother *Ali, who, howoTer, did 
not keep his possession beyond a Tpry abort time. He went to Jekarmiab of Al'MausIl, leaving 
Mdridin in tbo charge of a lieutenant, wbo promptly handed it over to Sukindn.* 

It u not certain at what time 1^1 dridin passed into the bands of fL-(xhdzi, iLo founder of the 
Mdridin branch of the dynasty, Aba-l-Fidd states* that when Bukmdn died in 498, he was 
Succeeded by his son Ibrahim in Hisn Kayfd, and that l^fdridin went to fl-Ghdzi j but we cannot 
infer from his words ^ 

that it {MSsod into his possession immediately on the death of his brother. Ibn'Kliallikdn^ says 
that ri-Ghdi)i hecome master of Mdridin in 501; and he csortainly is mentioned by Ibn-al-Athir 
in 502 os being lord of that fortress.* It seems probable that 502 is tbe trag date, for it was in that 
year that Mujdhid-ad-din Bahriiz was made shahnah at Baghdad' in the room of fl-Ghazi, und it 
would be reasonable to suppose that tho latter, on leaving Baghddd, was presented by his nephew 
Ibtdhim with a fortress, or that be took it wbctbcr presented or not. In any case, Muridin must 
have come into his possession between 498 and 502. Another difficulty is raised by iho uncertainty 
of the date of Ibrahim's death. All that is known is that bo suceceded his father in 498, and that 
in 508 his brother Ruhn-ad-daulah Ddwild was governing Kayfd when H-GhdEi applied for help 
against Aksunkur Al-Barsaki.* 

In 511 (a.d. 1117-S) ri-Ghizi obtained a considerable increase to his possessions, by the 
acquisition of the city of Ilalab (Aleppo), which the inhabitants, on the death of their governor 
Lu4u, Toluntarilv handed over to tho tTrtuki, who left his son Timurtfiah in charge.* This 
Timurluah was in 515 sent by his father to tho court of Sultan Mahmud, the Saljdki, to interceda 
for the Arab prince Dubays ibn ^dakah; and tho Sultdn took tbo opportunity of investing fl-Ghizi 
with tho government of MayyMarikin^ a very important town in Al-Jazirab, which remoined in 
the possession of the Urtukis nntil 580, when Soldh-ad-din (SaladinJ took it. In 518 Tl-Ghdai died-'* 

ri-Obdzl, well-named 'Star of the Faith,’ was certainly tho most considcrablo man of the house 
of Crtuk, and one of the most powerful chiefs of Syria and Mesopotamia. It is true hia possessions 
were not many; but it must be imnembcrcd that power at that timo meant not torritorial sway, but 
the of a few impregnable fortresses, from which the neighbouring country could bo scoured.

Fow fortrd&ses were better fitted for tbis purpose than M&ridia; and to the poBsessioii of this 
stroogbold tnoeb of f'l-6b£zi's repiitatioa must bo asenbedi Xt has already been mentioQed that 
the Urtukfs took an important part in the wars irith the Crusaders, This was chiefly during the 
period between the First and the Second Crusade^ when the Latin kingdom of Jerusalem was In the 
zenith of its short-lived prosperity. Sukman distinguished himself in 497 by relieving the Muslima 
who were besieged in HanAq (Carrhea) by Bohemond of Antioch, Baldwin du Bourg of Fjlessa, 
his cousin Joceliue de Courtenay, and Tancred of Laodicea. SukmaD headed an army of soTcn 
thousand monnted Turkumims, and joining his forces to those of Jatarmish of Al-AIausil defeated 
the Christiati army and took Count Bctldwin (eoUed by the Arab writers Al-Kammas or Al-Kumas, 
the Oorrtesy and his brother Jocelino prisoners.^ 

But n-Gh&zi had verj' much mote to do with the Crusaders than Sukman. Michaud eha- 
racterizes him as 'le plus farouche des guemers d'lslftmisme’; and he waa certainly the moat formid- 
able euemy the Crusaders encountered before Saluh-ad-din arose and drove them before him. The 
greater port of I'l-Ghaxi s life was spent in fighting with the infidels | but liis princip^ victoiy was 
iu 513, when the Crusaders were besieging Habb,* It will be remembemd that in 511 the Ilfllabis 
voluntarily accepted the Urtuki as their master. But when they found the city surrounded by tbe 
nrtnies of the Franks, instead of appealing to their aovoreign, they asked help from Bagbi^d; but 
none was given. In this emergency, fl-Gbazi, hearing of their distress, marched from Miridin at 
the head of three thousand horse ond nine thousand foot. On his approach the Crusaders heat a 
retreat to a strong position on a hill colled ’Ifrfn, whore they did not cz^pcct the Turkumiu would 
venture to attack them. Nothing daunted, Il-Gbazt led his men up the hill and gained a signal 
victorj'. Among the slain was Roger, Regent of Antioch during the miaority of Bohemond ir.® 
Soon afterwards, however, Baldwin IT, (du Bourg), Eiug of Jetusaienj, retaliated by obtaining a 
victoiy over fl-Ghizi and Dubays at Bb&nith-al-bald. 

When ri-Ghazi died,* his elder son Suluym&u succeeded to the govemment of Maj^fifarikiu, 
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Timurtiah to that of M^ridin, and tbeir couaiu Sulaymin ibn 'Abd-Al-Jabb&T iba Urtok to tbat of 
JIokb.‘ This Soloyroaq ibo’Abd*Al-Jabbiir had beoa made gOTeruor of llabb by Il-Qbfcsi in 
515, when Lis son Sulaymin ( who after warda sucoocded to the gOTornmcnt of Maj-yafArikm) had 
endeavoured to stir tip a revolt m IlfiJab against his father,^ 

We have now to notice another member of the family of Urtn^ the tno aac«^e€so^ of 
ri-GhAzi in his wars against tho Cnisodets,^ This was Bakk, son of Bahrain, and graadHon of 
TJrtuk. He firat comes into notice in 497 (a.ii. 1103--4), when he possessed himself of ’jlfnah 
and Al-Hadithah, in place of Saruj, whieh hod been wrested from him in 494 by the Cnumdcrs.' 
He again appears in 615 (a.d. 1121-2) as having made priamcr Joceline do Courtenay, Count 
of Edessa* and his brother Culeran, and sbnt them up in a fortress called by the Crusaders 
Quart'Pierre, by the Hualims Khartapirt, in Diyur-batr.® Bfildwin, King of Jcmsalciu, 
marching to relieve Kar-kar, which waa boiog hesiegod by EaUk, wo* defeated and made 
prisoner, and he too was confined in Khartapirt, where Joceline and Gnlonm were already 
incnroonited.’' * Lea vieillos cbroniqwea ont cdlAbrd la valour heraique de cinquante Armeniena qui 
se ddTOufirent pour la ddiivrsnoo des princes chriJtiejia.

Kmurtish 
returned to his favourite heights of Biyir-bakr j and Hakb, thus left to take care of itsdfp when

Meanwhile^ Bawiid of KayfA was gathered to his fathor$j and Kari-ArslAnp his eonj ruled in 
his stead. The death of DAwidd must have token place about 543 j for he is mentioned by Ibn-aU 
Athir in 541** and in 642 the "lord of Al-Hisn"^ is spoken of,^ but his name is not 

given, from which wo may infer that it was still the name which had been referred to before*

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Wot long oftor, tlie ITrtukift beard the first whirr of the nmcbme that was evontually to grind 
them to powdoFi It came about in this way. Tho town of Al'Birnh on tbo Supbmtcs ^nottbat 
near Aleppo) waa being besieged by ’Ini6d’-ad*din Zangi in 539, bat matters needed bla presence 
at Al-MansU, and Zangi abandoned the siege. Tho ‘Franks' who held the town know well that 
if Zangi letiimed, they could not bold out against bim{ so, making a viituo of a neceasity, they 
banded tho place over to Kajm-ad-diu Alpi, who is called by Ibn-al-Athir in this instance ‘lord of 
Ai-Hisn’ ftltbnngh Tiuiurt&sh waa still alive.' Some time before Al-Birah 

was in the possession of Shihab-ad-din, a eon of fl-CibAai, who had diatingaished himself under 
the great Nur-od-din (Nourrsdin) of Ilalab in war wilb the Crusudets. The time of Sbihdb-ad- 
din'fi death is not accumtaly known, but his son, who appears to bo namolefle,® was governing 
Al-Birab in 577 (a.d. 1181-2),* when his kinsman Kutb-od-din Tl-Ghriiii U. of Maridtn, who bad 
come to tho ibrono on the death of bis father Wajm-ad^din Alpi in 572,* laid siego to tbo town. 
Shih&b-ad'diu's son, finding himself deserted by his liege-lord, the Atdbdg of Al-ifeusil, called in 
the help of the world-famous ^Idh-ad-din, who summarily ordered Kutb-ad-din bock to Lis own 
territory, an older with which the Urtuki thought it prudent not to quanoL It was thus that tho 
first contact between the houses of Urtuk and Ayyub came about. 

The princes of Eayfd were more far-sighted than their kinsmen of MdridSn, and took all pains 
to keep on good terms with the Ayyfibis- When Saldh-ad-dm came northward in 578, Kdr-od-din 
of Eayfd was quick to pay homago and to ossist in the siege of Al-MausiL The politic prince was 
rewarded with the important town of Amid, which the Ayyubi gave him in Urn following year 
(579).* Nur-ad-din enjoyed his new possession for two years, and then died ami loft it to Ida eon 
Kutb-ad-din Snkmdn (581).^ 

Here 1 must notice a small branch of the Kayfa dynasty,* which came into (Bustence on the 
death of Nur-ad-din in 581. This prince had a brother, Tmad-ad-din, who was at the camp of 
Salfih-ad-din (again lying before Al-Mau^il) at the time of Kdr-ad-din’s death. In the hope of 
succeeding to his brother’s power, 'Imad-ad-din immediately act off to Kayffi but finding his 
nephew in fnll possession, ho consoled himself with tho fortress of Khartapirt,* which it will bo 
remembered belonged formerly to Balak.'* It is not certain when Tmid-ed-din died; but in 601 
bis son Kijdm-ad-dln Abd-Bakr is recorded to have boon besieged unsuccesafully by Malimud of 
Kavf& and Amid.'* Khartapirt remabed in the fiunily of ’Im5d-ad-din till 620,'* when it Bcems to 
have passed into the bonds of tho Miridb dynasty; for when it was taken in 631 by Eey-Kubid, 
the Saljuki Sul^ of Ar-Eiim, the governor was of the Ikmily of tho Urtukis of Miridin.'*

The death of Kutb-ad-dm fi-Ghfizi ii. in &80’ waa followed by the loae of afayydftritm, which 
the Shfih-Armfla took, and which aubeequeatly wae gi>‘e& up to Sal4h.«d-dia. Kntb-ad-din was 
flowed by hie eon Tdlok- (or Bnluk- or Buldk-) AialAn ;* who« brother tlrtoVAiaUu next 
0 owed, some tune between the yeora 596 and 698, os the colna prote« In 599 Al-'itdil, the 
broker of ^b*ad-din, gave orders to Al-Aebraf to besiege Miridinj hut by the mediation of 
Ax-?fihir Gbfizi of an accommodation woa arrived at, Urtut-AniMn agreed to insert the 

name of Al-*Adil m the Khutbah and Sikkoh, or public prayer and coinage, and to my a fine of 
150,000 din&ra,« This is well borne out by the coins. A coin of 699 (which must refer to the 
early part of the year}* beare the name of A?-2&hir as well as that of Urluk-Aralin, thus showing 
the friendly relations which subaistod between the two. Farther, another coin of 599 (which must 
hare been struck rather later in the year} bears the name of Al**Adil as suzerain, thus falfiUing 
one of the two stipulations of the treaty. After this the Urtukis of Jltridm withdrew from the 
^airs of Syria, and kept within the limits of their mountain fastness. Abu-l-Fidi continues the 
hst of princes down to his own time (715 =a,d. 1815-8) when an Urtuki prineo was stiU ruling in 
Hindin;* aad, for aught I know, the family may stfU We its j-^preaentatiro then?. 

The Kayf4 branch come to an end in 629 (a.d. 1231-2}. SubmSn ti. wua killed in 597 by 
falliDg from a housetop.^ He bad himself appointed as his suecctoor a Mamluk named Aydi, to 
the exclusion of bis own brother Mahmdd; but the amirs of Amid inyited Mahmud to oomo and 
take possession, and he did not declineJ' Mahmud died in 619, and his son AUMalik Al-Mas>ud 
Maudud sneewded.* Bnt in 629 Al-KfimU the Ayyubi marched upon Amid, and took it together 
with Its dependencies,'* which bad been diminished by the inroads of the Sultda of Ar-Rdm 
Maudud was imprisoned until the death of Al-Kdmil, when he escaped (635), and took refuge with 

.U-Miiraffar of ITamdh, and eventually died at the hands of the Tatar invaders.'^ So ends the

S 5, To what denomination tho Urtnki copper coins are to bo referred is not on easy question 
to answer.

the Urtukis, etc., worn intended to pass as (Sth&ot^. There ls Dauch m lavour of this tioWj besides 
the occurreuoo of the word dir^m on some of the coins. There can be no doubt that dii kam at that 
time meant the same thing as on the coins of the ’AbbisJ Ehalifaha, namely, a ninr coin, and that 
it was not used in a general way (like the plurals o{ fak and diHam in modem Arabic) to mean 
any kind of monej'. Nor can we suppose that the word was introduced by instead of 

fult; for it occurs on too many coiaa to be explained by any hj-pothetical care l eaanesa of the ongraeers, 
Oran ting, then, that when the Urtukis put the name dif/isiii on their coins they meant and 

not /ah, and rejecting the suggestion that the name was inserted by mistake, it is difficult to see 


how to arrive at any oondusion except that these coins were intended to pass for tho same value as 
eilver dirhams. And it would be absurd to limit this to the coins that bear the word dirAam, for 
the other copper eoins are precisely similar in size and general aspect, with the exception of the 
curse-fomiula. Wo must, therefore, in uU reason extend the denomination dirham beyond those 
coins on which the word is found to the whob class of largo copper of the series. A circum¬ 
stance much in favour of the theory is that many of the largo copper cobs are covered with a thin 
coating of silver,’ ond those that are thus ornamented do not bear the name dirham. Of course a 
difficult arises from tho fact that only some, and not all, these coins are silvered. Yet this may 
perhaps bo explained: by supposing them to hovo been sUvered ydih. a view to giving a look of 
respectability to tbo rest. The entire absence of tiiver dirAamn during the period of the issuing of 
the large copper coins by the UrtuHs is greatly in favour of Dr. Knrabocek's theory; but it is 
almost counterbalanced bj' tho fiict that after the introduction of a silver coinage by Urtuk-Arsl&n 
of M&ridin, tho copper coinage still continued, though certainly in less numbers and perhaps smaller 
size. It ia difficult to believe that silrur and copper dirhams should circubta together, issuing from 
the same mint; or, on tho other bond, that copper ooins which had recently possessed the video of 
silver dirhams should suddenly, on the introduction of silver dirhams, be degraded to the value of 
ordinary/(/as. This, in fact, token together with the small number of silvered dirhams that have 
been preserved, forms the main obstacle to Dr. Karabacek’s view of tho denomination of the TTrtufci 
coinage. With regard to the origin of the copper imago-coinage. Dr. Xanibacek thinks it may be 
traced to the copper issues of the Latin princes whom tho Crusnding mania had brought to Syria; 
and that the principal reason of the substitution of copper for silver was the general cihaustion 
which oppressed the countries afflicted by the so-called ' Holy War,' and which rendered a silver 
coinage impoa^ble.

that he observed it an moar parts of the wallsof Xnid. He does not seem, heaver, to have icmaibed any eagles 
with grotesque wings formed of the bearded heads of aien> each as appear oq the coin doaoribed above (ISJ. 

The origb of the two-hmukd eagle is very ohsoure. One thing alone Is certain, that it was known in 
the East long before it was adopted by the Empemn of Oenaany. Wo find it on eoins of ’ImSii-ad-din Zangf 
of Sinjfir, strack in the year 1190 {^.n. 556J. and on Httuki coins of 121? (614); whilst the Empeiots did not 
make use of it till the year 1345.» i[. de Loagp^ricr’ helicves that he has discovered the cloc to the history 
of this eagle in a rebef at the villiage of Boghar Eieui, in Asia iCinorf on which are represented two attendants 
of one of tho principal ancient divinities, placed npHght on a two-headed csgle. Forther, on the side of a 
block of stone (the front of which is hown into tho form of a giant bird), at Euynk, is ont tho figure of a 
two-headed eagle, which 3[. do tongp^rier conjectures to have been scnlptared by the SalJuMs m imitatirni 
of the ancient relief at Boghar Kieui, which may very probably have struck them by its resemblanco lo the 
fahulotis bird the 'Anfcd, described as the greate^ of birds, esnying off elephants as a tito carries off a mouso.* 
The Hrtnkfs md Atabdgs then copied the eagle from the Baljutfs; and, fiaally, the Flemish Counts, in thEir 
intercourse with the SaJjuh's, became aeqaainted with the device and introduced it to Etitope.

APPENDIX B. 

PALEOGRAPHY. 

The style of Arabic wridn^ etoplojed by the tfrEukla on thoip coins was of a mixed natnie. The 
old rigid ly-aimple KufC chameter was pnssang away, and the transitional KdG was prspancg the rond for 
tho Naskbi.

ASTROLOGICAL TVPES. 

Many of the types on the coins described in the preceding pages bate been shown to be copies of 
Byzantine or Bolencid or Eoman originals ; but many bare been left nnideDtUlod Of tbeee I am now in n 
position to prove that some are Dr. K von Bergmann lately called my attention to the 

metrological oboractet of some of the Drtnbf types* and referred me to a plate at the end of Eeinaud’a 
Araha fU. du di Mr U dm ds Jihatu, This engraving represents on aetrological mirrorp belonging to 

an Urtnkf prince, Xur-ad^dEn TJrtok-Sh^h* great-gmndsoti of Abu-£akr i. of Khartapirt.^ One side of this 
miFTCT IS of coiirec pollehed [ bnt on the others b4?sidefl inscriptions, arc two zones or bonds, of which tho fnnei' 
contains eaven bnsts rc|ire«cnling the planets, and the outei' twelve medalUons atiDlosing Bgorea representing 
tie eigua of the Zodiac combined witb tho aevon planets. ^Chaque plan^to a un signo do zodiaqno qn'ctle 
afiLK^tianne de predilection et dont olio m rapprocho antant qu'il est poaajblo: pins ellc pr&s do ce flipe* 
plosolio conservo d'ininence; plus nUc a'en eloipcp pins elle EV^niblit - . - pbtnoto an reeto domlna 
tonjoiiTE, at la ripe eat entlcrenient aoua ea. d^pendanoe’ (Bdcand, n. dOb ff.).

This curions mirror throws light on moro than one of tho uneiploincd Urtuk types. Mors In Aries is 
represented by a man seated on n rnm^ holding in one hand a sword and In the other a Imnkloas head. There 
can be no doubt, thereforo, that Type VI. of Yulok-Amltup which represents a slmilaT figure, though witbout 
the mm, ia intended for the planet Mam. Again, Typo U. of tfitiik-ArsMu is olenrly meant for Sagittoriuj, 
and exactly corresponds to the rcprefientaticii of that sign on the astrological mirror: Jupiter, to whom the 
sign SagHtarius belongs, being sufficiently represented by the man-clement In the figure^ In a similar manner 
w^ shall be able in a fnture port of iho ^"umhmuia Ortmtdia to explain some of the astrological typos which 
occur on the coins of ihc Aldbiigs.
